FOREWORD 


This catalogue lists the balance of Gordon Doubleday’s collection, from 
the Conquest of William I to the Accession of Edward III (whose coins 
were sold in these rooms, 6th June 1972). 

As with the Anglo-Saxon coins, the Norman series includes many 
pieces from the mints of East Anglia, viz Colchester (21), Huntingdon 
(5), Ipswich (6), Maldon (6), Norwich (21) and Thetford (12). There are 
over 100 Paxs pennies of William I, and though many are East Anglian 
issues, there are several from other rare mints e.g. Barnstaple, 
“Devitun”’ (an outstanding specimen), Launceston and Watchet. Other 
rarities include coins from the mints of Christchurch, Marlborough, 
Pembroke and Rye. 

The later series include many coins from the second selection of Dr. 
L. A. Lawrence’s collection (English, Part IV, Glendining’s, 28 Nov. 
1951), viz Tealby (lots 989, 990, 991, 995, 997, 999 and 1000), Short Cross 
(lots 1007, 1012, 1022, 1027 and 1031), Long Cross (lots 1036 and 1045) 
and Edward pennies (lots 1044, 1068, 1073, 1074, 1089 and 1092), 447 
coins in all. 

References are generally to B.M.C. or the relative volume of S.C.B.1.; 
other specialist references are given in full in the text. Dr. Eric Harris’ 
“Moneyers of the Norman Kings and the Types they are known to have 
Struck” published in Seaby’s ‘Coin & Medal Bulletin” over the last five 
years, has proved invaluable, if not infallible. 

I have to thank Tim Webb Ware for putting references to the Norman 
coins, and for realizing that a new Paxs penny obverse die at Wilton (lot 
857) had probably been used elsewhere; Alan Dawson for identifying 
nearly every Tealby penny (a mammoth task), many in lesser condition 
even for this badly struck series; and Jeffrey North, who cast his eye 
over the Short Cross, Long Cross and Edward pennies. Again, Frank 
Purvey prepared the photographs and Helen Frizzell weighed the coins 
which are sold with their tickets.
